Tux following hints as to the Culture of Roses may be found usefal :— 


Ist, For a neat surface dressing for Autumnal Roses, wood ashes and guano have proved most excellent fertilisers, 
in the proportion of half a peck of guano to a bushel of ashes, applying a quarter of a peck of the mixture to each 
tree in acircle of three feet in diameter round the stem, and letting it remain undisturbed on the surface. The 
ashes retain the moisture from the dew and showers; and the effect, in giving a vigorous wth, with an abundant 
crop of flowers, in the Autumn, has been very apparent: this dressing should be given in February. Soot in heavy 
cold soils is also very good for surface dressing; this should be applied in January and February, about a quart to 
a tree in a three feet circle, and lightly forked in, in April. 

2ndly, I have found night-soil, mixed with the drainings of the dunghill, or even with common ditch or pond 
water, s0 as to make a thick liquid, the best possible manure for Roses, poured on the surface of the soil twice in 
winter, from one to two gallons to each tree. December and January are the best months: the soil need not be 
stirred till spring, and then merely loosened two or three inches deep with the prongs of a fork; for poor soils and 
on lawns, previously removing the turf, this will be found most efficacious. Brewers’ grains also form an excellent 
surface dressing: t x eps be laid in a heap two or three weeks to ferment, and one or two large shovelsful placed 
round each plant, with some charcoal to deodorise them, as their smell is not agreeable. 

3rdly, For protecting the Bourbon, Chinese, Tea-scented, and other Roses, on their own roots, nothing can be 
better than moss procured from shady banks or woods. It should be placed round each plant, one or two inches 
from the stem and branches, not closer, about nine inches or a foot thick. This prevents the ground from being 
. frozen; and, although the tops of the shoots may be killed, they grow vigorously from the root on the return of mil 
weather. This 8 san be applied early in December, and remain around the plants till the end of March or 
even later. if a cold backward spring. 

4thly, Hybrid Perpetual and Bourbon Roses bloom much more abundantly in Autumn if they are removed 
annually in November, particularly in poor soils unfavourable to Roses. They may be replanted nearly or quite in 
the same places, giving to each plant a shovelful of rotten manure, which should be mixed with the soil in filling in. 
This annual removal is absolutely necessary for Roses on the Manetti stock in poor light soils; for unless they are 
removed they cease to bloom freely in Autumn. 

All the Roses to which P. is affixed make long and vigorous shoots; they form a fine column when their branches 
are tied to a stout stake; one of iron, about 10 feet in Tength, 11 foot of which must be inserted into the soil, will 
be found most eligible. These are called Pillar Roses. 

Plants of the climbing and of all the Autumnal. Roses are kept in pots, so as to remove with safety at any season. 
1 and May are the most favourable months for planting out che Bourbon, China, Tea-scented, and Noisette 


ses. 

Roses for Exportation.— Roses and Fruit Trees can be zent to the most distant colonies without hazard. The 
following is an extract from a letter received from New Zealand: —“ The trees reached me on July Ist, and were 
immediately planted; of the forty-four Apple trees only three were dead ; several of them have fruit blossoms, and 
will bear next year; they have put forth most vigorous shoots.” Roses and trees for New Zealand and Australia 
should be shipped in December.

All the varieties of 
climbing roses are also budded on very stout stems from two to three feet in height, 2s. each; their shoots then rest on the ground, 
and the trees, when in bloom, form a beautiful dome-shaped mass of flowers. There are no lawn trees more beautiful than these 
half standard weeping roses.

To ensure a fine autumnal bloom of these roses, the soil should be deep and rich; if not so, they should be 
annually or biennially lifted, and replanted with some rich fresh compost to their roots. There are many other 
varieties of this group, but none are equal to Madame Ory and Salet, or indeed worthy of culture. 


HYBRID PERPETUAL ROSES. LIST I. 


In this list I have inserted those Roses only, whether new or old, that are distinct, good, and above all, free 
and healthy in their growth ; the flowers are all of full size, fine shape, and perfect in colour ; in short, any vari 
selected from it, even at random, will prove good and well worthy of cultivation. In List No. 3 I have inserted suc 
sorts as have proved here not quite worthy of a place in this list, and some that are old good kinds that are now 
surpassed by new varieties. 

Dwarf Roses on the Manetti Stock.—Roses on this stock, as I have found from experience, only flourish well 
when the stock is completely covered. The soil in which they are to be planted should be stirred two feet in depth, 
and the roses planted, so that the earth is from one to two inches above the junction of the bud with the stock; this is 
very perceptible; they are not then liable to put forth suckers, and will grow finely in the stiffest clay and the lightest 
sand. They are, however, more particularly to be recommended for light sandy or gravelly soils, unfavourable to 
roses on the Dog Rose stock. ‘The few suckers from this stock require close attention ; they do not put them forth 
from the root, but from the stem below the graft or bud; they steal up in a most insidious manner, and are often 
s0 like the shoots from the graft as scarcely to be distinguished from them. ;
